Washington, Aug. 1C— At a special 
meeting or the cabinet the Chinese 
Situation was thoroughly dijeusaed 
The several messages receive:! from 
Minister Conger and Consul General 
Goodnow and the appeal of Li Hung 
Chang that the allied forces halt at 
Tung Chow in order that an armistice 
be arranged were carefully considered. 
An answer was prepared to this ap- 
peal In which It is understood this 
government agrees to an armistice for 
the purpose of relieving the mini iters, 
the members of the legations an 1 the 
people un.f r their protection, either 
at the Inner gate of the city or the 
outer gate whichever the oftli !8-ri in 
command of the troops may des ,;;ute, 
after communicating with the minis- 
ters themselves. If t'.ie ministers 
think arrangements can b' 1 made by 
which their safety will be assured in 
moving from the British legation to 
the Inside gate, which is about 200 to 
100 yards distant, this government will 
agree to an armistice for that pur- 
pose and after Minister Conger has 
been safely delivered this government 
will tor a specified time cease hostili- 
ties with a view to arranging terms jf 
peace. 

LI HlTNfl I'll AXfi's APrKAL. 
Wants Allied Forces to Hall at Tuag 
Chow— Message from Conger. 

Washington, Aug. 16.— The Chine.-- 
minister received a belated cable dis- 
patch from Minister Conger in the 
American cipher addressed to the 
state department 

The department also received an ap- 
peal from Li Hung Chang, the Chi- 
nese peace envoy, to have the allied 
army stop its auvance at Tung Chow, 
at which place, he says, it will be met 
by high officials of the Chinese gov- 
ernment who will be empowered to 
negotiate an armistice. This is in re- 
sponse to the demands of our govern- 
ment in Its communication to Li Hun:; 
Chang, 

These dispatches were turned over 
to Secretary Root, who took them to 
the White House and laid them be- 
fore the cabinet, The message from 
Conger is the first that has been re- 
ceived showing that cablegrams sent 
him by this government have reached 
him. A portion of this dispatch is In 
answer to Inquiries made to him. The 
dispatch also contains the names of 
the marines who were killed la, the as- 
saults upon the legations. 

Want i roups to Lend. 
Berlin, Aug. 16.— A semi-official dis- 
patch from bhanghai, dated August li». 
says the foreign consuls acting on 3 
joint resolution have sent to the.r 
respective governments the following 
telegram: "If the Indian troops 
(British) are withdrawn from Wu 
Sung it will constitute a menace to 
the safety of Shanghai. These troops 
ought to be landed on the basis of an 
International understanding. To en- 
sure the adequate safety of Shanghai, 
more troops ought to be landed im- 
mediately." 

Allies at .Tung ( how. 

Washington, Aug. 16.— The navy de 
partment has made public the follow- 
ing dlspatcn from Admiral Remey 
dated Taku, August 15: Front un- 
heard from since August 11. Lieuten- 
ant Latimer is on Chaffee's staff, ex- 
pressly to furnish me authentic In- 
formation. Latest reports from Jap- 
anese sources say allies occupied Tung 
Chow August 12 and would attack Pe- 
king today. 

Negotiating For Peace. 

New York, Aug. 16.— A cable dis- 
patch from Kobe says: Japan has 
proposed an armistice between the 
powers and China and China has 
accepted. The terms of the powers 
are that the ministers either be placed 
undor the protection of the allies at 
the gates of Peking or that the allies 
be admitted to Peking to remove 
them. Japan has begun negotiations. 

In Full Accord. 

Paris, Ag. 16.— France has notified 
Germany that when Field Marshal 
Count Von Waldersee arrives in China 
to assume command of the allied 
forces, General Voyron, the French 
military commander-in-chief will act 
in perfect accord with him.

N< U York, Aug. 16— Peace was not 
restored In the anti-negro riot district 

until after j a. ni. During the riot 50J 
police were on duty and ambulance-! 

from every hospital ou the west side 

were busy, A police estimate of the 
result puts the number of wounded at 
50, the number of arrests 40. 

The riot started by I gathering in 
front of the home of Policeman Robert 

J. Thorpe to-w reck vengeance upon the 
negroes of that neighborhood because 

one of their race had caused the po- 
liceman's death. Thorpe was stabbed 
aud brui.-ed by several negroes while 
he was attempting to arrest • colored 
woman recently. 

A d< ipei Ite blBd to hand Bght oc- 
curred between Detective John Ken* 
nedy and a negro, Lloyd Las. Lee act- 
ed like a madman when ordered to 
move on. Refusing to do so, he said 
to Kennedy: 'I know you. You are 
Thorpe s partner. I have been laying 
for you," and at the same time he 
slashed Kennedy In the shoulder, in- 
Bictlng ■ de< p wound. Kennedy pulled 

his revolver an l tired four shots. One 
bullet went through Lee's Jaw. 
' Lee threatened several days ago to 

"do" Kennedy, because the latter was 
Thorpe's partner. 

While Kennedy ami Ix'e were in the 
struggle wor I was sent to Captain 
Cooney that Kennedy had been killed. 
The reserves rushed from the station 
anil charged down the street, encoun- 
tering mobs of whites at various 
points. In making a charge upon the 
mob a negro started to run. The mob 
with the reserve! close behind, gave 
chase, The negro ran into the Mari- 
borough hotel md escaped through 
the office into Broadway, Group* had 
gathered along Broadway disc uuing 
the riot. When they >aw the negro 
ooBte out of the Harlhorouch the 

groups quickly assimilated wi.h the 
mob and the chase w is continued, ua- 
til it seemed as if the riot had been 
transferred to Broadway. 

At 4 O'clock, when it was thought It 
was all over, Policemen Hughes and 
Jellf of the \Yc-t Thirtieth street sta- 
tion were uiaulted with a shower of 
bricks and bottles thrown by negroes 
on the roof of a house. T ie crowd 
from the street rushed up th^' stairway 
but by the time tbty reached the roof 

the asssllanti had deaoendod through 

BCUttles uud had disappeared. Two 

negroes were later pulled from under 
a bed, They resisted until clubbed 

Over thl head, and one had his nose 
brokl n. The men denied that they

Kiehird Harris was badly beaten 
on account of a report that he , 
was the man who had muredered 
Thorpe. It was discovered later 
that this was a mistake, but as 
he had a dangerous looking 
shoemaker's knife in his sleeve he 
was arrested. 

At 5 o'clock all Was comparatively 
quiet. The last arrests made were 
those of James E. and Ethel Harris. 
It wasthoughtthatHarrls was the man 
who killed Thorpe. At the station he 
denied knowing anything about 
Thorpe, and said that neither he nor 
his wife took part in the disturbance. 

A dispatch from Washington an- 
nounced the arrest there of Arthur 
Harris, the alleged murederer of Po- 
liceman Thorpe. 

David H. Oarr, a negro charged with 
having a band in the stabbing of Po- 
liceman Kennedy was held without 
bail to await the result of Kennedy's 
injuries. Lee, the other negro charged 
with stabbing Detective Kennedy has 
not been arraigned. It is believed 
that Lee is fatally Injured; Detective 
Kennedy seriously so.

Glowing Tribute to the Great 
Blue Gnus Country, 



From One NMiose Father Spent a School 
Year in Maysville ' When the Hills 
Were Ynnn R . ' 



liEm in, Gnu* an Y, July 15, I'.WO. 
Air Editor: After nil ShSMMS <>t live months 
from the liinil of my birth ; after mouths of fa- 
mlliarily Willi a diet of sauerkraut hii<1 oilier 
Ten Ionic dishes ; and after feasting my eyes and 
ears upon a thousand wonders on this side of 
the great Atlantic I pen a letter to the little city 
upon the hanks of the Ohio win re my dear father 
speut a school year when the hills were young. 

Imagine my timidity in writing to tne great 
Blue Grass country whose fame Ik world wide, 
where dwell my uncles, cousins and aunts, many 
of whom I have never seen ; where the languages 
are taught, more or less, in the common schools : 
where the old-fashioned "deeslrict schools" have 
been metamorphosed Into seminaries in which 
the classics are taught and the young people of 
both se.xes are prepared for college ; where ilicy 
raise hemp enough to hang all of the world's 
criminals; whisky enough to make every man 
on earth lighting drunk ; fast horses enough to 
beat the World | pu tty women enough to turn 
and obfuscate all the tilled heads of Kurope; 
and tobacco enough to smoke that old fellow 
with seven heads and ten horns out of his fiery 
abode, and keep him out. 

The wonderful advantages enjoved by the ru- 
ral dwellers of the Blue Grass country are due to 
the soil's productivity, which is equally wondir- 
ful.aud it i* not surprising that such a region 
situated about half way between the extremes 
of heat and cold and hlsBBSd with the matchless 
fertility of the Blue i.ras> counties should be 
luxuriant in the Irtllti of learning and taste. 

So much has been written, BDOhSB and sung 
oiieernlng that ever -fenOQI country that it 
seems almost like a fairy laud : and what would 
it not have been in the eyes of an admiring 
world if, like Scotland, it had been Ihe home of 
a Burns whose genius hallowed everything I' 
touched and drew inspiration from the humblest 
objects of nut ure '.' 

Ou the '.'lb of last February, with my dear 
mother at my side, 1 left that sweet lit le city, 
Sal ina, Kansas, to spend a year or more in for- 
eign lauds, the main object being to improve 
myself In German. Kieueh. music and voice. 

The ocean can never be so w .de. the sens never 
so deep, the miles never so long as to make me 
forget that little city with its thousands () f souls 
who are ever ready to lend a luipli g hand to 
each other ; who are wideawake' and progressive 
in everything that uplifts and advances the peo- 
ple of the West : and when I have tilled my 
measure of years in this busy world and am 
ready (or my voyage lo that laud of fadeless 
grandeur, upon which 1 have trained my imagl- 
nation since childhood, I trust the name 
••Saline." with all Its fond memories, will be 
just m sweet as to-day when it reaches me across 
G.OUO miles of tand and sea. 

We boarded a train lor the Kast. were joined 
by our esteemed friend, Mrs. s. I). Irwin, at Kan- 
sas City, visited a lew days at • hicago, arrived at 
New York Feb. lull, and on the 17th suited for 
Hamburg, UttMBTi OU the <itaf Waldersce, of 
Hamburg- American l.iue. 

From a practical point of view the Waldersce 
is a fashionable and floating cily, is equipped 
with almost every convenience and luxury that 
heart can desire, is among the greatest of ocean 
leviathans, draws thirly-oue feet of \val> r. 
weighs l;; ,'iou tons, bums over :i<JU tons of coat 
a day, is 300 yards long and lit r water-tight com- 
partments are so perfect that if she were broken 
in two in the middle both ends would lloat. 

The passengers were nearly all German: they 
talked so fast that I could understand l^it little 
they said, and for the tiist time I began to de- 
plore the perfunctory manner in which I bad 
studied German ISVSfal years in college, for you 
can Imagine what it la to a woman to be de- 
prived of the power and pleasure of speech : 
but when fully under wav we were treated to a 
pleasant surprise by finding a number of English 
and American passengers aboard-almost all 
bright and In teresting-our English cousins be- 
ing so pleasant and wholesouled In their gener- 
osity a> to remind one of the moat hospitable of 
all people-the Keutucklans. 

On the morning of Feb. 22nd when we entered 
the dining room we were dtligbtfully surprised 
to find It draped in mourning, gorgeously dec- 
orated with American flags, and further adorned 
by a bust of the Immottal Washington upon the 
piano. The whole day was spent mainly in 
honoring the name and memory of him who 
must ever live in the hearts of all true Ameri- 
cans. The closing event was a concert and liter- 
ary entertainment, the exercises consisting in 
speeches by uoted orators, recitations by ladies 
and gentlemen, national airs by the orchestra 
and songs by your humble correspondent. 

On Feb. 27th we gave a concert for the benefit 
of the "Seamen's Fund." The amount realized 
was unusually large for an occasion of the kind 
and we took great pleasure in having been able 
to assist such a noble cause. 

Arriving at I'lymoulh, England, March 1st— 
the twelfth day of our voyage-we found the 
ocean dotted with revenue cutters, steamers and 
sailing vessels aud realized we were again in 
touch with humaulty upon laud, and when the 
pilot came aboard with bis arms lull of news- 
papers we almost fell over each other in our 
eagerness to get them, as we had been lu total 
darkness for two weeks concerning the earth 
with it* minute ramlhcaltous, aud 
about its wars aud rumors of wars. 

Our voyage ,pl two weeks ended with our 
arrival at Berlin, Germany— a <iuaiut aud beau- 
tiful old city with two millions of people- 
where the present Emperor lives, where most of 
the preceding ones have lived, and where they 
now seem to be taking their long and final 
slumber. The city is filled with rare libraries, 
ancient and modern. Its art galleries are re- 
pleto with bewildering gems ol beauty from 
artists who have given body aud soul to color, 
light and shade, and the cold and lifeless 
ble seems to speak and breathe. The 



pretty streets are adorned with the statues of 
men eminent in war, science, language and 
song until it seems to be a city of dead heroes, 
and but few, if any, places upon earth have con- 
tributed more to the civilization ami mental tin- 
foldmeut of mankind that. Berliu. 

I am blessed with two portly ItllspSHHIl Has 
Irwin and my mother — we expect to make a tour 
of Europe during August and September: will 
spend about two weeks in Peris, and return lo 
Berlin early in Octnl>er. 

We are all eager to see the majestic ruins of 
ancient Rome, Including the exhumed hemes 
and palaces off Romulus, Cicero, Mark Anthony, 
Caligula ami Tiberius, who lived upon Hill l'ala 
tlno 700 years B. C. We hope to visit Nap'c* ami 
gaze upon smoking Vesuvius that is sometimes 
more terrible in Its behavior than the "Boxers "
